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Introduction 

In this bulletin it is focus on General Education, Tertiary, Vocational and Pro¬ 
fessional (TV&P) education and Higher Education. 

General Education 

Education is one of the most important determinants of economic performance 
in the modern world. The Government of Sri Lanka has a long history of public 
investment in and provision of education. This is an introduction, giving the 
country context, an overview of the current education system on General Edu¬ 
cation grade 1-13. There are approximately 11000 schools of which 9900 (91%) 
are government school. The balance consists of around 100 private schools 
730 Pirivaena (temple) school and about 250 - 300 international school. To¬ 
tal school enrollments consist of approximately 4.4 million students of whom 
around 4.0 million students (91%) government school and the balance attend 
private, Privena and international school. 

Tertiary, Vocational and Professional (TV&P) education sector 

When considering the Tertiary Education refers to any type of education pur¬ 
sued beyond the high school level. This includes diplomas, undergraduate and 
graduate certificates, and associate’s, bachelor’s, master’s and doctoral degrees 
and commonly referred to as postsecondary education, refers to academic pur¬ 
suit undertaken after high school. Undergraduate programs include any postsec¬ 
ondary education that takes up to four years to complete, including certificates, 
diplomas, and associates and bachelor’s degrees. Graduate programs typically 
require prior completion of an undergraduate degree and include diploma, cer¬ 
tificate, masters and doctoral degree programs. The tertiary education programs 
are at vocational schools, community colleges, technical schools, professional 
schools, colleges and universities. 

Higher Education 

Higher education sector is one of the most powerful sector of education in Sri 
Lanka and it will inspire the country’s value, ethics and social institutions so 
that Sri Lanka becomes celebrated as an enlightened and peaceful multi-ethic, 
multi-religious and multi-cultural society. 

In this bulletin it is included important statistics related with General Education, 
Tertiary, Vocational and Professional (TV&P) education and Higher education 
sectors are included. All the data were collected based on the secondary sources 
of data available in the website, Central Bank Annual report 2014 of Sri Lanka, 
University Statistics-2013 of University Grant Commission etc.
